A petition signed by about 50 cit­ 
izens living in the Moulton Heights 
community, west from the city limits 
of Albany was presented to the Al­ 
bany city council at the final meeting 
of the present council, and it was re­ 
ferred to Aldermen Maxwdl, Chunn 
and Norwood.
